cover of them the full Muds and Penalties mentioned in their Indentures of Covenants as if this Liberty and Indulgence had ne- 
ver been granted, And all Perſons concerned are to take notice of what is herein expreſſed, as the Rule for them to alt by. All former 
orders for Indulgence, being hereby revoked and made void.
